This  month  began  with  a  bang  heard  round  our  household.  June 

7,  2002  isn  t  much  of  a  date  except  when  your  son  has  a  serious  accident. 
My  wife  was  walking  into  the  doctor’s  office  across  the  street  from  our 
local  Food  Town  grocery  store  when  she  heard  a  terrible  crash.  She 
turns  around  in  time  to  see  our  son’s  S-10  pick-up  coming  back  onto  its  4 
wheels  after  having  been  struck  broadside  by  an  F-l  50.  Now  both  of 
these  vehicles  are  pick-ups,  but  a  Chevy  S-10  vs.  a  Ford  F-l 50  traveling 
at  a  moderate  rate  of  speed  is  not  an  even  match.  The  Ford  hit  just 
behind  the  passenger  side  door,  right  at  the  rear  jump  seat.  My  son’s 
girlfriend  was  in  the  passenger  s  seat  and  had  to  be  cut  out  with  the  Jaws 
of  Life  tool.  If  you  had  seen  the  truck,  you  would  have  sworn  someone 
had  been  very  seriously  injured  if  not  killed.  Luckily,  my  son,  his 
girlfriend,  the  Ford’s  driver,  and  the  teenagers  who  were  in  the  car  that 
my  son  s  pick-up  rolled  up  onto  were  all  uninjured,  except  for  minor  cuts 
and  bruises.  It  was  amazing  that  there  were  no  serious  injuries.  My 
son’s  girlfriend  went  roller-blading  the  next  day,  and  Dan  was  back  to 
work  on  Monday.  Thank  the  Lord  for  watching  over  these  teenagers. 

Storage  for  bars  and  rounds  is  sometimes  a  problem.  I  know 
some  of  you  favor  2x2  boxes  or  albums  for  the  1-oz.  varieties.  But  what 
do  you  do  for  those  pieces  that  don’t  fit  into  2x2  flips,  2x2  page  holders, 
crown  size  holders,  crown  size  pages,  odd  shaped  pieces,  etc.?  Here  are 
some  ideas  to  think  about  and  see  if  you  like  them. 

One  idea  is  using  small  currency  holder  pages  to  place  your  bars 
into.  At  first,  I  would  put  the  bars  into  the  pages  and  staple  beside  them 
to  keep  them  from  sliding  around  or  falling  out.  This  works  pretty  well. 
You  could  also  use  large  currency  holder  pages  but  you  wouldn’t  get  as 
many  bars  to  a  page. 

Another  page  I’ve  found  convenient  to  use  was  issued  to  hold 
’‘Magic”  or  “Dungeon  and  Dragons”  cards.  These  hold  8  cards  per  page. 
If  you  put  2  bars  in  each  pocket,  that  allows  you  to  put  16  bars  on  a  page. 
That  also  applies  to  the  number  of  bars  that  the  small  currency'  holder 
pages  could  hold.  These  pages  are  available  extremely  cheap  because 
around  here,  that  fad  is  dying  out. 

The  page  design  I  like  the  best  is  the  one  set  up  for  sports  cards. 
Now  what  I  do  with  these  pages  is  put  one  bar  in  a  pocket,  make  a  small 
pinhole,  and  then  use  a  2-pronged  brass  paper  holder  to  hold  die  first  bar 
in  place.  I  can  put  another  bar  on  top  in  the  same  pocket  and  use  another 
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brass  paper  holder  to  keep  that  bar  from  moving.  The  advantages  to  the 
sports  card  pages  that  I’ve  found  are:  1)  you  can  get  18  bars  per  page,  2) 
the  bars  are  easily  viewed  front  and  back,  3)  you  can  view  a  large 
number  of  bars  at  one  time,  and  4)  they  can  be  arranged  by  topic,  mint, 
subject  matter,  mixed  or  matched  by  different  size,  or  however  you  want 
to  display  your  bars.  I  like  this  the  best  because  I’m  constantly  playing 
with  my  bars  and  changing  how  I  want  to  display  them  and  arrange  them. 
If  you  have  a  2  or  3  oz.  bar  that  you  want  to  display  with  your  1-oz.  bars, 
you  can.  I  have  some  odd-shaped  bars  that  fit  well  into  these  pockets, 
and  I  can  look  at  them  with  the  same  ease  that  I  can  view  ray  1-oz.  bars 
or  rounds. 

Another  thing  I  do  with  the  bars/rounds  is  keep  an  inventory  of 
who,  what,  where,  how  much,  IASAC#,  and  when  I  purchased  the 
bar/round  on  the  2x2  flip  that  holds  the  bar/round.  This  works  best  for 
rounds  because  you  have  the  cardboard/mylar  holder  to  write  the 
information  on.  With  the  bars  stored  mostly  in  vinyl  envelopes,  1  use 
3 /8 " ”x  1  /2"” peel-off  stickers  to  write  the  pertinent  information  on  and 
apply  it  directly  to  the  vinyl  envelope.  Now  I  am  asking  you,  the 
membership,  for  your  opinion.  Do  you  think  that  the  vinyl  envelopes  are 
a  detriment  to  the  storage  of  our  bars  or  doesn’t  it  matter?  Is  PVC  a 
threat  to  our  silver  holdings?  Also,  are  there  cardboard/mylar  2x2s 
available  that  bars  could  be  stored  in?  If  not  2x2s,  how  about  crown¬ 
sized  cardboard  holders?  I  can’t  recall  ever  seeing  anything  like  these.  1 
do  use  some  envelopes  that  I  think  are  silver  safe,  but  are  they?  What  are 
you  doing  to  store  your  collection?  Share  these  ideas  with  the  other 
members  and  me  by  writing  your  own  article,  or  contacting  me  via  mail, 
phone  or  email  and  I’ll  let  the  membership  know  WASSUP. 

Hopefully,  everyone’s  last  Bugle  arrived  in  tip-top  shape  with 
the  envelope  intact.  I  haven’t  had  any  reports  that  any  were 
destroyed... yet.  Also,  make  a  big  notation  on  your  calendar  for  the 
IASAC  September  meeting  in  Sharonville,  Ohio.  I  want  to  see  as  many 
of  you  as  possible.  It  should  be  a  great  meeting.  Also,  we  still  need 
donations  for  the  club  auction,  if  there’s  still  time.

Did  you  know  that  silver  art  bars  are  not  made  exclusively  in  one-ounce 
denominations9  I  didn’t  know  either  until  some  time  ago  when  I  purchased  an 
unlisted  5-ounce  ‘Season’s  Greetings’  ingot  made  by  Crown  Mint.  I  already  had 
a  one-ounce  look-alike  (CCM-79).  I  have  since  found  another  unlisted  5-ounce 
silver  art  bar  -  a  Coors  Light  Silver  Bullet  and  a  must-have,  since  I  had  its  one- 
ounce  companion  (SUN-7). 


As  a  result  of  my  discovery  of  unlisted  5-ounce  bars,  1  decided  to  research 
weight  of  bars,  the  number  of  various  sized  bars,  and  the  mintage  listed  in  the  5 
edition  Guide  Book  of  Silver  Art  Bars.  Here’s  what  I  discovered!
